Rains, Hart outline stands 
on public employe labor bill

representatives 
Senator Omer Rains and Assemblyman 
Gary Hart reported on their first 
months in Sacramento here Friday night 
to a crowd of over 170 tri-counties 
governmental leaders who overflowed 
the Lompoc Room of the Royal Coach 
Restaurant. 
The session was a quarterly meeting 
of the Channel Cities Division of the 
influential League of California Cities 
Both Democrats enjoyed smooth sailing 
through the issues with the after dinner 
audience except for Hart’s brush with 
the issue of collective bargaining and 
sanctioned strikes for public employes. 
“ I ’m committed to the concept of 
public employes having the right of 
collective bargaining." Hart said. “ But I 
think we also have a responsibility in the 
legislature to look very closely at what 
we mean by that whole process and 
make sure we get a responsible bill.. I 
imagine most of the people in this room 
are opposed to this concept ” 
The first year assemblyman was 
apparently right He was grilled on his 
stance on a recently introduced bill that 
would legalize public employe collective 
bargaining and strikes and, many local 
government officials believe, shift the 
power to spend the public's money from 
the 
public's 
representatives 
to 
arbitrators. The bill is SB275, advanced 
last month by Senator Ralph Dills of 
Gardena and endorsed by state Senate 
and Assembly Democratic leaderships. 
Hart said he supports the Dills bill 
basically because of the philosophy that 
requires that “ any worker have the 
right to participate in determining what 
his wage and working conditions are. " 
“ And it seems to me," Hart added, 
"that the responsibility of elected 
officials in a situation such as this is still 
to be responsible to the taxpayers and 1 
think you can work out collective 
bargaining arrangements where you can 
still represent your constituents, the 
taxpayers, while entering into an equal

relationship with the public employes. 
"The point that I think is important to 
keep in mind,” said Hart, “ is that 
whether or not we pass an employe 
collective bargaining bill, there are 
probably going to continue to be 
disputes, there are going to be strikes, 
there are going to be problems...” 
Hart defended the Dills bill as "an 
attempt to try and establish a procedure 
by which those disputes and those 
strikes can be kept to an absolute 
minimum ... (It) leaves an awful lot of 
opportunities to try and resolve disputes 
in a collective bargaining framework." 
Another city official fired a question 
at Hart asking if he would approve a 
rider on the Dills bill providing that the 
state pay for all the extra costs of 
government local officials feel would 
come down on their heads as a result of 
bold new employe wage demands and 
strike threats if the Dills bill or similar 
legislation passes. 
Hart answered that “ We are going to 
have be conscious of the fiscal restraints 
that we are living under That means not 
only elected officials, 
that means 
workers as well.” 
“ How’s that for an answer?" another 
voice shouted from the crowd 
Rams hadn’t touched on the prominent 
state issue during his prepared remarks 
before the group and wasn’t tarred with 
it in the brief after-speech question 
period 
But after the meeting the 
freshman state senator (from our 18th 
district) said he doesn’t “ condone public 
employe strikes" but would not take a 
position on the Dills bill because of the 
many changes that it could undergo 
before final passage. 
Rains said he disagreed with a fear 
among some city leaders that a public 
employe collective bargaining bill would 
embolden 
sm aller 
em ploye 
organizations to stage strikes, prolong 
labor disputes and make wage demands 
they wouldn't be powerful enough to 
consider now. The senator opined that 
the Dills bill will get out of committee in 
the Senate and footnoted that California 
is among only 13 states in the nation not 


intimation that the giant oil company 
would change its emission system on the 
proposed 835 million oil and gas 
processing plant slated for Las Flores 
Canyon, west of Goleta.

However,

County supervisors are slated to hold 
a public hearing March 3 on the proposal 
which originated with Frost several 
weeks ago to bring the county’s South 
Coast air pollution control standards to 
the level of that of the north county, 
which has a 25 ton cutoff point for new 


providing some type of public employe 
collective bargaining procedure. 
Jerry Seedborg, Hart aide, said before 
the speeches that the new assemblyman 
(from our 35th District) would probably 
support riders to a collective bargaining 
bill that would prohibit strikes of 
emergency public employes such as 
firemen and policemen. 
Many 
cities, 
Lompoc 
included, 
already negotiate with representatives 
of employe organizations on salaries and 
contracts 
But the final say in the 
matter has remained with elected 
representatives, the 
City Council in 
Lompoc’s case, and public worker 
strikes have been illegal This illegality 
has not prevented such strikes as the 
recent Los Angeles transit worker’s 
crippling walkout, but some say the 
prohibition does act as a break on 
walkouts by smaller employe groups 
The Dills bill would strip elected 
representatives of the final say on how 
much the people they represent are 
going to pay for the services they 
consume, say local government leaders. 
The power, they say, will go to ar­ 
bitrators who are not answerable to the 
people paying the bills. An employe 
organization, 
they 
say, 
can 
have 
enormous leverage on getting the pay 
package it wants merely by threatening 
to strike. Businesses can afford to close 
down for awhile during labor unrest, say 
some 
city 
leaders, 
but 
local 
governments can not. 
Some local 
leaders are coming to regard the Dills 
bill as a license for public employe 
blackmail that can financially bring 
local governments to their knees. 
As Rains indicated, the precise type of 
collective bargaining bill the state 
government will settle upon is still at 
issue. 
The 
final 
bill 
may 
okay 
emergency employe strikes or it may 
not, and it may set up any one of many 
required 
sequences of 
negotiations 
before other public employe strikes are 
legal. 
City leaders will be watching the 
development of this legislation intently 
over the next few weeks.

MOSCOW (U PI) - Britain and the 
Soviet Union called today for a summit 
meeting to wind up the European 
Security Conference and for the early 
resumption of the Geneva talks on the 
Middle East 
A joint communique said the four-day 
visit of British Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson marked “ the opening of a new 
phase” in Anglo-Soviet relations 
Wilson and Communist party General 
Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev, in a 
Kremlin ceremony televised live, signed 
documents 
providing 
for 
regular 
political consultations and cooperation 
in trade, technology and public health 
They 
also 
signed 
a 
declaration 
demanding urgent efforts to prevent the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The communique said the talks were 
held “ in a businesslike and friendly 
atmosphere and in a spirit of mutual 
respect." 
Relations between the two countries 
were cool after Britain expelled more 
than 100 Soviet diplomats in 1971 on 
spying charges 
Wilson arrived last Thursday and his 
visit was marked by the reappearance of 
Brezhnev in public after 51 days in 
seclusion during which he was sick. 
Wilson scheduled a flight back to 
London later today. 
The Soviet Union has long urged a 35- 
nation summit meeting this year to 
climax the Security Conference and 
definitively 
establish 
the 
post-war 
frontiers of Europe 
The 14-page communique said the two 
sides “ emphasized the important role 
which the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe" was called on to 
play m establishing peace on the 
continent. 
“ The two sides ... are convinced that 
premises exist for completing the work 
of the Conference and for holding its 
third stage at the highest level in the 
near future,” it said. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford has under discussion with his top 
aides a trip to Europe this year, but 
probably not until late summer or early 
fall, an administration official said 
today. 
Ford at first had set his sights on 
traveling abroad in April, accepting 
invitations he has received from several 
heads of state, including Great Britain, 
France and West Germany. He is also 
expected to visit China this year. 
But the summit meeting with Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev in Washington 
in June has caused a postponement of 
Ford’s own travel plans. 
“The President will not be traveling to 
Europe this spring," said White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 


The meeting with Brezhnev has been 
reaffirmed recently and is part of a 
back-and-forth series which was begun 
by former President Richard M. Nixon, 
who first traveled to Moscow in June, 
1972. 
Ford issued an invitation to Brezhnev

On the Middle East, the two sides 
expressed their “ deep concern at the 
dangerous situation in the area" and

important role in the establishment of a 
just and lasting peace in the Middle East 
and should resume its work at a very

The special 60-day session, to begin at 
noon today and run concurrently with 
the regular one now in progress, is 
necessary so a bill creating the new 
agency can

with other bills passed.

Ford is expected to visit China in 
either October or November, picking up 
an invitation he has had for several 
months.

While a final decision has not yet been 
made, sources said Ford was expected 
to spend Easter at Palm Springs, Calif., 
and from there make side trips on the

Ford was criticized Sunday by Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., for taking 
his program on the road instead of 
staying in Washington and working with 
Congress. 
"It is in Washington that legislation 
takes place and I say most respectfully 
to the President: Come home and work 
with the Congress and see if we can’t get 
something done," Humphrey said (on 
NBC’s "Meet the Press” ). 
Like Humphrey, Sen. Robert Byrd, the 
assistant Democratic leader, criticized 
recent conflicts between the President 
and Congress. "Both should cooperate 
and work together in the interest of the 
American people,” Byrd said. 
There was no indication Ford would 
change his strategy.

Energy Administrator Frank Zarb said 
today President Ford plans to decontrol 
the price of domestic oil even if 
Congress fails to impose an excess profit 
tax. The move would boost consumer 
prices.

of “ old oil,” coupled with an excess 
profits tax to assure that oil companies 
did not get rich while American gas 
consumers were paying higher prices.

Karl Braun 
Treatment plant contract 
change orders to be aired 


A recommended procedure 
for processing contract change 
orders for work on the Valley’s 
$14 million regional sewage 
treatment plant on Central 
Ave. will come before the City 
Council tomorrow night. Other 
main items for consideration 
will include a new city organic 
gardening project and the third 
public hearing on uses for 
federal 
funds 
under 
the 
Community 
D evelopm ent 
Block Grant program 
The 7:30 p.m. session will 
convene in the Lompoc School 
Board meeting room at the 
school district headquarters at 
1301 North A St. 
A change order is a shift in 
the kind and expense of work to 
be performed by a contractor 
on a particular project after 
the contract for the work has 
been signed. 


At its Feb. 4 meeting, the 
council was told by Gene 
Wahlers, city administrative 
officer, that a project as huge 
as the regional sewage system 
is bound to include a few 
change orders — instances 
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whe re 
the 
un for es een 
roadblocks are encountered or 
where the contractor can’t do 
things as smoothly as the 
project 
designers 
hoped 
Wahlers said that a $70,000 
change order contingency fund 
had been built into project 
financing and that he would 
report to the council later both 
on change orders which will 
bite into this fund as well as 
some that will mean savings 
from projected costs. 


The whole issue of sewer 
project change orders came up 
when Wahlers, in answer to a 
citizen’s question, said that 
Gentry Rados, contractor for 
the $14 million plant, was 
dumping excavated material 
from the Central Ave. project 
site in the nearly-full city 
dump, possibly at an over- 
contract cost. Claims at that 
meeting were that the material 
was from the present plant’s 
flood barrier and could have 
been used elsewhere along the 
river for flood control. It has 
since been learned that the 
material left at the dump was 
only old refuse from an earlier 
dump site near the river. 


According 
to Gar Jones, 
project manager for Brown and 
Caldwell Consulting Engineers, 
the city’s design engineers for 
the sewer project, clumsy city 
handling of change orders in 
future cases could give the 
contractor a legitimate claim 
against the city for loss of 
time. This, he said, could wind 
up costing the city $1,000 per 
day. 


To 
speed 
change 
orders 
through a process of city 
approval, Jones suggested the 
city set up a committee to act 
as a clearinghouse quickly 
approving 
the 
changes 
for 
small amounts and screening 
out the change orders involving 
greater amounts. The council 
will take up this suggestion 
tomorrow night. 


According to the city Parks 
and Recreation Department, it 
will cost the city about $658 for 
watering equipment and labor 
and machine time for land 
cultivation to provide citizens 
with 
an organic gardening 
program. 


Under the program, citizens 
could rent between 400 and 800 
square feet of land for $15 to $20 
per 
growing 
season 
to 
organically raise grocery crops 
or flowers. 


Parks 
and 
R ecreation 
spokesmen, 
who 
say 
their 
program is based on similar 
efforts in other cities, believe 
that the effort can become self- 
supporting within a year or 
two. 
About 60 people have 
already indicated an interest in 
the effort, they say, and this 
would be enough to get the 
program off — or rather into — 
the 
ground. 
Wahlers 
has 
recommended the city advance 
the department the money to 
launch the program. 


The city is entitled to $1.8 
million over the next six years 
under 
the 
c o m m u n i t y 
development 
Block 
Grant 
Program 
and 
two 
public 
hearings have already been 
held to ask citizens how they 
think this money should be 
spent. The responses have been 
plentiful and the city is asking 
for more ideas tomorrow night. 
After 
all 
suggestions 
are 
collected from the public, the 
council will consider the list, as 
well 
as their own 
project 
priorities, and set it against 
federal guidelines for spending 
the money. A city shopping list 
of projects must be completed 
and approved by the council by 
the April 15 grant application 
deadline.

The statement goes 
hand

his 
declaration that he is running 
on his record 
Braun is a pharmacist. He 
and his wife, Mary, and family, 
settled in Lompoc 11 years ago 
coincidental with his going into 
business here. Braun has a 
bachelor of science degree 
from the University of Iowa. 
Through 
the years he has 
served as president of Friends 
of the Library, as a member of 
the school district’s Personnel 
Commission, as president of 
Lompoc United Fund, and as a 
member 
of 
Community 
Concerts Association 
Braun was elected to the 
board in April of 1971. In an 
interview the other day, he 
reflected on the changes he 
feels have come about on the 
school board, because of his 
participation. 
“I made the motion that 
resulted in a lowering of the 
student-teacher ratio from the 
former 30 to one, to 28.5 to one 
in the face of Supt 
Glen 
Wegner’s recommendation for 
29 to one; I made the motion 
not to close a school when the 
board 
had 
b e f o r e 
it 
recommendations for closing 
two schools; I favored the 
personnel unit concept (Note 
by this reporter: The concept 
would 
give 
faculty 
and 
administration at each school 
greater flexibility in specifying 
where their pro rated share of 
the budget dollar is spent. The 
concept is being used in a very 
limited way in some schools for 
purchases 
of 
supplies); 
I 
pushed 
for 
retention 
of 
education specialists at a time 
when the administration was 
recommending their reduction 
by attrition.” 
“Things are at least a little 
different now,” he said. 


How close is the board today 
to 
the 
major 
campaign 
promises he spelled out in the 
election in 1971? “There’s more 
communication now. The board 
was 
just 
reacting 
to 
the 
superintendent I didn’t think 
there was enough input in that 
the board was just reacting to 
all 
the 
superintendent’s 
proposals by always endorsing 
them and not discussing them 
much, like they had prejudged 
them or something or they just 
went along with what he said. 
It may be that they talked 
things over ahead of time a 
little and decided that’s the 
way to go. Whatever the case 
was, there always seem to be a 
lot of 5-0 votes.” 
Braun notes that the board 
defeated 
administration 
proposals for building cable 
t e l e v i s i o n 
and 
r a d io 
communication 
facilities on 
top of the restrooms adjacent 
to the baseball diamonds at the 
two high schools. 
On the day of this interview, 
Braun spoke of his opposition to 
a proposal for expansion of the 
press box at Huyck Stadium. 
“That’s a bad way to go right 
now with money so tight. To 
spend that much money ... It 
can only convenience a few 
people for a few games in the 
fall. I don’t see how we can 
justify that.” 
A few hours later Braun 
joined his fellow trustees in 
similar 
expressions 
that 
signaled defeat for the press 
box expansion. 
Braun takes pride in the 
Williams 
Report 
"although 
that was really Gail Steiger’s 
idea ” “But it was a good one 
and the board went along with 
it,” 
Braun said. 
“We still 
haven't used it like we should 
but there is still time to do that. 
We re going to have to go 
through the whole thing. It may 
take us all of next year I think 
we’ve 
been 
a 
little 
slow 
because we kind of wanted to 
w a i t 
un til 
the 
new 
superintendent gets there.” 
Braun also cited the board’s 
shift away from a big district 
motorpool and to a smaller 
collection of cars. “The public 
wanted it," he said. 
In 
other 
respects, 
Braun 


praises the Lompoc Center for 
Hancock College at Hapgood 
School: 
“ It’s 
something 
everyone’s proud of;” and the 
leasing 
to 
the 
county 
of 
Floradale 
School 
(former 
home for Maple High School): 
“It’s helping both the county 
and our kids too.” He also 
favors the 
use of facilities 
jointly 
with 
the 
City 
of 
Lompoc. 
Braun speaks with pride of 
the 
Title 
I 
programs 
at 
Fillmore 
and El 
Camino 
Schools 
and the 
Early 
Childhood Education Programs 
at Los Padres and El Camino, 
but he takes only a minimum of 
credit for them. 
Braun feels “we'll see a 
greater use of the personnel 
unit concept in the next year or 
two and a lot of that will 
dep en d 
on the 
new 
superintendent 
and 
the 
direction he takes.” “I have a 
feeling he's for things like that 
because he’s used things like 
that in his present post He’s 
very innovative. He’s got a lot 
of new programs. He even has 
a public relations office on a 
part-time basis I think we’re 
g o in g 
to 
s e e 
so m e 
i n n o v a t i o n s , ” 
Braun 
commented. 
Braun believes a decision on 
a school lunch program could 
come soon "possibly.” But I’d 
like 
to 
talk 
to 
the 
new 
superintendent. He’s had such 
a 
program 
I 
think 
it’s 
important but we’re going to 
have to wait to see who’s 
elected on the board. 
On the question of the all- 
year 
school 
Braun 
is 
interested. “I'd like to see it as 
a pilot program in one school I 
don’t think it should be forced 
on the whole district. People 
wouldn't stand for it. They’re 
not ready for it. Having it in 
one 
school 
gives people a 
chance to look at it.” 
In 
other 
respects, 
Braun 
talks about the progress the 
board has made to increase and 
update girls’ sport programs: 
“We finally made a move on 
it.” 
On the question of strife on 
campus (and specifically in the 
light of charges by some groups 
that racial problems exist) 


Braun declared: “I don’t think 
it’s that serious a problem.” 
He says his main goal is “to 
continue getting 
the public 
more involved in education 
matters.” “On the question of 
school closures we could have 
discussed 
it without public 
hearings. 
A 
lot 
of 
people 
advised us to do it that way. I 
felt we had to let the people 
have their say.” 
Braun 
feels 
“We 
should 
expand Maple High School, 
they have a larger campus 
now” ; there should be more 
Hancock College courses for 
high school seniors with college 
credit, but I am not in favor of 
early 
graduation.” 
On 
the 
latter 
question 
he 
noted: 
“There’s no place for the 
seniors to go anyway.” 
Braun spoke with candor 
about a number of questions: I 
favor a yearly review of school 
board policies 
If enrollment 
continues to decline we'd have 
to consider school closure, but 
for the year to come I doubt 
we'll have to consider it. A 
year from this fall, perhaps 
we’ll have to look at it again, 
but I'd predict that there’ll be 
nothing happening on that this 
spring.’’ 
He 
had 
some 
reflections on school closures 
hitherto 
unpublicized 
“ I 
wrote individual letters to all 
board 
members 
trying 
to 
convince 
them 
to 
keep 
Miguelito School open I think 
if I hadn’t fought for that it 
might have been closed.” 
Braun also feels "we’ll have a 
hot lunch program some day” ; 
the Stull Act which mandates 
accountability 
in 
education 
“doesn t seem to be a good 
method” ; and that elementary 
schools should get counselors 
and music, art and physical 
education programs. 
Braun is philosophical about 
what can be accomplished as a 
trustee 
"You come on the 
board and go all out originally 
thinking you’re going to change 
things and it's a slow process 
Sometimes you come out with 
an idea and it takes a year or 
two and all of a sudden the 
administration will propose it 
and you wonder where’d I hear 
that before?’ Things do move 
but you have to be patient ”

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Senator Bentsen 
to seek Demo 
presidential bid 


WASHINGTON (UPI ) - Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen of Texas an­ 
nounced today he will run for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, saying President 
Ford had let the nation drift 
“ from crisis to crisis.” 
Bentsen, 54, a millionaire 
former 
business 
magnate, 
made his long-expected an­ 
nouncement in 
the historic 
Senate caucus room 
where 
numerous 
candidates 
have 
launched their formal cam­ 
paigns. 
In a prepared statement, 
Bentsen pledged to run “ an 
energetic, national campaign” 
and said he will bring to it 
“ leadership which is at once 
candid, 
u n a f r a id , 
and 
positive.” 
Bentsen, who served three 
terms in the House, turned to a 
successful business career and 
then was elected to the Senate 
Incumbent 
has edge 
in race 


PASADENA, Calif UPI - 
American 
voting 
habits 
indicate incumbents have the 
edge in congressional races and 
the candidate with the most 
money is more likely to win an 
election, according to a study 
released today. 
Dr. John Ferejohn, associate 
professor of political science at 
the 
California 
Institute 
of 
Technology, 
said 
the 
basic 
change in voting habits during 
the past 
17 years involves 
voters who register in one 
political party, then vote for a 
candidate in the other. 
“ There has been a 15 per cent 
rise in the number of these 
‘independent voters’ and the 
trend probably will continue,” 
he said 
He said the people rely more 
on incumbency and less on 
political party The shifts in 
votes to incumbents from party 
identifiers has risen from 5 to 
20 per cent in the past 15 years, 
he added 
“ The tendency for Republi­ 
cans and Democrats to vote for 
incumbents will probably con­ 
tinue to grow, no matter what 
the 
c a n d i d a t e ’ s 
p a r ty 
affiliation is or how long he has 
been in office,” Ferejohn said 
“ Incumbency is the cue that 
people use when they don’t 
have another one ” 
He said the swing against 
incumbents in last year’s mid­ 
term congressional elections 
resulted from disapproval of 
the way one party was handling 
things. 
Ferejohn said the candidate 
who spends the most money is 
more likely to win an election, 
but there are two opposing 
views 
on 
how 
ceilings on 
spending will affect incum­ 
bents 
One is that ceilings will 
insulate incumbents in office 
because challengers won't be 
able to raise enough money. 
The other contends ceilings 
don’t give the incumbents a 
chance to exploit their money- 
raising potential

on smoking, 


pill use 


CHICAGO

reports 
young women who smoke and 
use oral contraceptives 
in­ 
crease the risk of strokes. 
The report in this week’s 
issue of the magazine also 
concluded after a study of 
several hundred women that if 
pill users have high blood 
pressure or migraine head­ 
aches, the risk of a stroke is 
greater. 
The study was conducted by 
the Collaborative Group for the 
Study 
of 
Stroke 
in 
Young 
Women, 
Durham, 
N.C. 
It 
involved women ages 15 to 44 
from the rosters of 91 hospitals 
in 
12 
cities. 
Each 
was 
interviewed for detailed infor­ 
mation on contraceptive devi­ 
ces, smoking habits, symptoms 
of headaches, and a history of 
other illness. 
High 
blood pressure was 
shown to be a risk factor for 
stroke in both women who took 
oral contraceptives and those 
who did not. However, the risk 
of stroke was higher among pill 
users. 
The researchers, headed by 
Dr. Albert Heyman of Duke 
University’s Medical Center, 
recommended that women with 
high blood pressure abstain 
f r o m 
u s in g 
o r a l 
contraceptives; 
that 
heavy 
smokers be cautious in their 
use of the pill; and that women 
with classical or complicated 
migraine headaches stay away 
from 
oral 
contraceptives, 
particularly when use of the 
pill aggravates the condition.

It has 
bounced from crisis to crisis. It 
has reacted to the problems of 
the moment. 
It is without 
specific goals. It is without 
sensible plans.” 
Bentsen, 
who 
tested 
his 
presidential ambitions in 36 
states last year, said economic 
recovery was the “paramount 
issue” and added “ that means 
jobs —jobs at decent wages 
with a chance to fully develop 
one’s talents 
“ Certainly, the most urgent 
need is to get people back to 
work,” he added. 
Bentsen 
said 
the 
United 
States must “ remain militarily 
secure and a formidable world 
leader,” 
but 
called 
for 
a 
foreign policy “ which gives as 
much 
w e i gh t 
to 
interdependence as it does to 
military strength 
“ Sadly, this world is not so 
peaceful a place that we can 
now 
beat 
the 
guns 
into 
plowshares, ’ he said. “ Rather, 
the world today is made up of 
nation states which fear each 
other, but which need each 
other.” 


Bentsen, like Jackson, spent 
more 
than 
a 
year 
as 
an 
unannounced candidate, work­ 
ing through a “ planning com­ 
mittee" to raise funds and set * 
up an organization He collect­ 
ed more than $1 million and 
created 
the 
nucleus of 
an 
organization that could quickly 
move into full-scale campaign­ 
ing and delegate hunting 


Bentsen, 54, has been in the 
Senate since 1971, defeating 
veteran Democrat Ralph Yar­ 
borough in the primary and 
Republican George Bush in the 
1970 general election. The win 
was a comeback for Bentsen, 
who served in the House for 
four terms in the late 1940s and 
early 1950s before retiring from 
politics to enter business. 


Although trained as a lawyer, 
Bentsen became wealthy in 
investments and is regarded as 
expert on economic matters. 


Although reared in Texas 
politics and identified as a 
protege of former President 
Lyndon Johnson and former 
Gov John Connally, Bentsen’s 
style is more like that of 
eastern political figures Soft- 
spoken and urbane, Bentsen 
seems more likely to be at 
home in a corporate board 
room than the open range. 


His voting record in the 
Senate has been moderate — 
close to 40 on a scale of 100 in 
both liberal and conservative 
ratings. His placement with 
“ New South” politicians such 
as 
Carter 
and

Dale 
Bumpers of Arkansas comes 
from votes opposing the Senate 
filibuster rule and a late but 
complete reversal to oppose 
the Vietnam War. 


Mariner to 


pass near 
Mercury 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
The Manner 10 spacecraft will 
pass within 193 miles of the 
planet Mercury March 16 as its 
two-year orbit of the solar 
system 
draws 
to 
a 
close, 
according to scientists at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 
The scientists said Sunday it 
will be the closest of Mariner 
10’s three passes by Mercury 
and will enable the spacecraft 
to send back more detailed 
photographs of the surface of 
the planet. 
Mariner 
has 
made 
three 
planetary encounters since it 
was launched March 3, 1973. It 
swung by the Venus en route to 
its first pass at Mercury, which 
occurred on March 29,1974. 
The spacecraft then swung 
into an orbit around the sun, 
passing by Mercury again last 
Sept. 21. 
After passing Mercury in 
March, Mariner will remain in 
its orbit around the sun. The 
craft will be almost out of 
attitude control gas after that 
and will be tumbling through 
space 
without 
guidance 
systems when it swings by 
Mercury again in September, 
the scientists said.

Convicted doctor claims jury 
stacked in manslaughter verdict 


BOSTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Dr 
Kenneth Edelin says the jury 
that convicted him of man­ 
slaughter for the death of a 
fetus in a legal abortion was 
stacked against him. 


“ It was a witchhunt," Edlin 
said in an interview with UPI. 
“ I don’t think this jury was 
fair. I don’t think it would have 
been possible to get a fair jury 
in Suffolk County (Boston) no 
matter how many challenges 
we might have had ” 


An all-white, nine-man, three 
woman, predominantly Roman 
Catholic jury returned a guilty 
verdict Saturday against the 
black obstetrician, ending a 


sixweek trial. 
“ A lot came together for 
them (the prosecution* in my 
case,” Edelin said, his shoes 
propped on a huge oval desk 
covered with legal briefs and 
medical texts 
“ They got a 
black physician and they got a 
woman more than 20 weeks 
pregnant and they got a fetus in 
the mortuary.” 
Edelin, former chief resident 
obstetrician at 
Boston City 
Hospital, said he first thought 
Judge Jam es McGuire’s charge 
to the jury would insure an 
acquittal. The judge told the 
jury manslaughter requires the 
death of a “ person” which he 
defined as an infant “ born live” 


and outside the womb. 
The defense felt the charge 
supported their case since the 
prosecution 
throughout 
the 
trial claimed Edelin killed a 
baby which was "bom or in the 
process of being bom. ”

deliberation passed When the 
jury recessed for the night he 
said he was worried. 


Edelin said he saw the guilty 
verdict on the faces of the 
jurors early Saturday after­ 
noon, even before the foreman 
read it.

me in the eye,” Edelin said, “ I 
began to get very apprehen­ 
sive.” 


Edelin inhaled his cigarette, 
blew a smoke ring and said;

strikers in a military hospital 
Joe Cahill, the veteran IRA

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Club and city history intertwined 
Lompoc interests involve Alpha

Most appropriately Lompoc Alpha Literary and 
Improvement Club was actively concerned with 
location of a public library in 1909 In January of that 
year President Bissinger reported on the study of land 
available Two spots were suggested, one on South H 
Street, the other on Ocean Ave. The Saunders family 
offered the South H Street lot for $1,500 as the site. 
This bid got the nod and by fall of 1915 Alpha Club had 
moved its meeting place to the basement of the new 
building and the library had its full support The 
former library is now Lompoc Museum. 
In May of 1909 a committee was appointed to meet 
with the town council to encourage them to name the 
local streets. Two months previous Mrs. 0. McCabe 
had read an original paper on ideas for a city 
beautification, offering many suggestions. In the 
following spring she asked that a committee be 
appointed for a club flower show. 
The betterment of Lompoc remained a key issue 
and in January 1912 officers proposed that all 
members attend a Chamber of Commerce meeting to 
show their interest in “the new road” (not otherwise 
identified.) It is presumed their support was given 
All civic matters were of importance to the club. 
In November that year members approved the 
purchase of an El Camino bell — “even if it means to 
drain the treasury.” Much discussion ensued however 
as members could not decide where to put the bell, 
“so the matter was dropped for the present tim e.” 
In April 1913 Mrs. Emil Harris, president, informed 
the club that Father Raley had started a movement to 
plant trees and shrubs at the foot of the cross on the 
hill at the end of South H Street (still seen back of 
Veterans Memorial Building.) He asked for help of 
club members and they were quick to respond 
It was reported that the Women’s Book Club 
(evidently an inner-group of Alpha) had disbanded but 
would reorganize under the name “Civic Club.” 
In the fall of 1914 Alpha members discussed the 
possibility of a Chautauqua for Lompoc the following 
June if Alpha would help. The next April members 
gave their support and also voted approval of Bill 24 
regarding reading of the Bible in schools, a question 
“laid over” the previous meeting when first brought 
before them. 
In May the club voted a $5 donation for milk for 


“ Babies in Belgium ” 
A topic of discussion in late 1915 was “doing 
something about Ryon Park ” Members supported the 
idea of establishing a baseball field and athletic 
grounds. 


By the following year it was “our boys in the 
service, 
as Mrs. Hall reported on the progress of 
committees for entertainment of the soldier boys, 
i Marguerite is still an active club member.) Mrs. 
Sloan reported on having a drive to collect books for 
those at the local Camp Cooke. 
In April 1918 club members voted to knit sweaters 
for the soldiers and busily engaged in the project. 
Club records however show their gifts returned with a 
note saying they were not needed. 


Schools claimed attention in 1919 as “the deplorable 
condition of the grammar school” was brought before 
the club. Notes record that it was decided “to bring it 
before the community.” A reference to consolidating 
certain schools in the valley was “talked on” and 
mention of a new school was discussed. Members 
agreed to circulate a petition for a new school. But in 
November the president announced “no special work 
regarding agitation for the new school, until after the 
road bond election.” In the common order of things 
however, a school bond election materialized in April 
'21. This was to build a new grammar school and add a 
unit to the high school. 
In the fall Mrs. Sloan spoke of having a dahlia show 
the next year and found approval of the members. 
Hattie Smith suggested a community Christmas tree. 
The Chamber of Commerce cooperated by buying and 
putting it up. Club members agreed to help decorate 
and pay for expenses. Later reported as a success, the 
minutes reflected the hope that the project would be 
continued. 
Noted was the welcome extended to Dale (Mrs. 
Charles) Laubly as a new member. 
Editor’s Note: The years immediately following 
brought the subject of a clubhouse to the fore. 
Members were still meeting in the library basement 
and the roster now listed 66. Money was being put 
aside in a special fund and the questions of location 
and lot prices discussed. These will be reviewed in the 
fourth of the current history on Alpha Club history.

Chicago Bulls’ Coach Dick Motta “wanted it bad,” and 
Norm Van Lier, Bob Love and the Bulls’ tough defense gave 
it to him.

It worked so well that Van Lier 
had an unusual 13 rebounds. He also fired 29 points, right 
next to the 31 which Love, the Bulls’ season-long scoring 
leader, put in. 
Van Lier played the entire 48 minutes and said, “ It’s all 
right.

The Bulls needed the point production from Love and Van 
Lier to balance the 40 points fired for Buffalo by the league- 
leading scorer Bob McAdoo.

Bermuda 
— (NEA) — The 1975 Bermuda 
Bowl is history, and a repeat of 
other World Bridge Cham­ 
pionships of the last 20 or so 
years of Italian dominance with 
the exception of 1970-71, when 
North America won. 
This year we made it close 
With 48 boards of the 96-board 
final over, we led by 72 Inter­ 
national Match Points 
And 
then came the deluge The 
American team cracked and 
the Italians, led by the brilliant 
play of Giorgio Belladonna and 
Benito Garozzo, came back to 
win a squeaker by 24 IMPs. 
In my articles before the 
tournament, I stated that in my 
opinion, shared by my son, Jim, 
the two Italians are the best 
pair in the world And they sure 
proved it. 
This tournament started out 
badly. Some months ago, Alfred 
Sheinwold wrote two articles 
that accused the famous Italian 
Blue Team of cheating These 
articles appeared after his 
selection as captain of one of 
the four teams to compete for 
the right to represent North 
America. Then his team won, 
and he automatically became 
North American team captain 
It is possible he might have 
been replaced, but the Euro­ 
pean Bridge League wrote an 
unfortunately worded letter to 
the American Contract Bridge 
League. Irritated, the ACBL 
confirmed Sheinwold as cap­ 
tain. 
So the matches started with 
considerable ill feeling. Of 
course, this Italian team was 
not the Blue Team. It had four 
newcomers, only Garozzo and 
Belladonna were Blue veterans. 
But as stated earlier, they prov­ 
ed to be enough. 
Furthermore and most im­ 
portant, the table screens, 


preventing partners from see­ 
ing each other during bidding, 
showed that their claim to fame 
was based entirely on their 
ability as players 
I stated before the tourna­ 
ment that the screens were not 
designed to prevent cheating 
but to prevent accusations of 
cheating 
And no one has 
thought to accuse Garozzo and 
Belladonna or the second 
Italian pair, Vito Tittale and 
Arturo Franco, of the least im­ 
propriety at any time. 
The third pair, Gianfranco 
Facchini and Sergio Zucchelli, 
are a different proposition. 
It is certain that Facchini 
was making frequent foot con­ 
tact with his partner. He claim­ 
ed that it was just nervousness, 
but it was most suspicious ner­ 
vousness indeed 
This was noted on board three 
the first night. The monitor who 
saw it kept his own counsel un­ 
til the session was over. At 
which time he dashed to the 
room of the American team 
captain after having sent an 
American player to ask Edgar 
Kaplan, a member of the 
appeals committee, to join 
them 
It was clearly the monitor's 
duty to notify the tournament 
director the minute he first 
observed this foot movement. It 
was clearly the American cap­ 
tain’s duty to notify the presi­ 
dent of the American Contract 
Bridge League immediately. It 
was almost equally clear that 
Kaplan should have notified the 
president of the World Bridge 
Federation 
Actually. Kaplan 
did his notifying some 16 hours 
and one session later. 
Sheinwold told the ACBL presi­ 
dent eight hours after Kaplan 
acted I have no idea when the 
tournament director was finally 
told.

Federation, was notified half an 
hour before the start of the 
third round Since two matches 
had already been played by Ita­

Mathe told them he would see 
that some official action was 
taken before we played Italy, 
Sunday night. 
At 3 p.m. Sunday, there was a 
captains and WBF meeting at 
which the Italian captain was 
informed for the first time. He 
promptly asked that the match 
be postponed until Monday 
afternoon This was agreed to. 
Sunday night, the WBF met 
until 3:15 a.m.. at which time 
they censured the Italian pair 
but allowed them to play This 
decision was unanimous. They 
also had foot blocks placed un­ 
der the tables. 
At 5:30 a.m., the American 
team finally agreed to play, but 
under protest. Another night’s 
sleep lost. 
In the two early matches Ita­ 
ly did not use Facchini and 
Zucchelli against us. When it 
came time for the finals, they 
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were announced as one of the 
two starting pairs. Whereupon 
Sheinwold went into action 
again He demanded that he, as 
American team captain, be 
ordered formally to play 
against them. 
This bit of byplay had its 
effect Belladonna got so mad 
that he played badly the first 16 
boards Belladonna and Garoz­ 
zo also played the third set of 16 
boards. But when Italy made its 
comeback on the last 48. they 
were on the side lines the whole 


time. 
The sad feature of all this is 
that not only did we lose again 
but we fixed matters so that 
others were delighted to see us 
lose. Tournament sympathy 
was all on the side of the two 
people who almost surely were 
cheating, not on the side of the 
innocent accusers. 
Furthermore, I believe firm­ 
ly that our final collapse was 
due to mental and physical ex­ 
haustion of the American team 
caused partly by the captain 


getting them involved in 
matters that they, as players, 
should not have had anything to 
do with. 
And finally, when the chips 
were down Belladonna and 
Garozzo, who played every 
board of the finals and every 
important board of the earlier 
matches, came through like the 
thoroughbreds they are. At the 
same time, my strong sym­ 
pathy goes out to the American 
team who played in a manner to 
make us all proud.

Proposed site of Exxon facility. 


Why did Exxon pick this site for 
an onshore treatment facility? 


We think the picture gives you the 
answer. Corral Canyon, just off 
Highway 101,20 miles up the coast 
from Santa Barbara, has been the 
site of oil production for many, many 
years. It is not virgin territory. 


Even so, the facility that Exxon will 
construct here, if approved, will be 
barely visible from the highway. This 
facility will be behind the ridge indicated 
by the arrow in the photograph, more 
than a mile from the freeway. 
To test visibility, Exxon’s consultants 
built panels the size of the tower tops, 
and, with weather 
balloons, raised 
them to tower 
height behind the 
ridge. Observers 
standing beside the 
freeway could 
barely distinguish 
even the weather 
balloons, which 
were several times larger and many 
feet higher than the virtually invisible 
simulated tower tops. From a moving 
car — nothing. 
So, the area will look very little different 
than it does now, even after the facility 
goes in. 
Why does Exxon propose an onshore 
facility when we’re drilling offshore? 
The treatment facility is required to re­ 
move water that is present with the oil 
and gas when it is produced. The facility 
is also needed to remove impurities from 
the gas to make it readily usable. 
This treatment facility could also be 
placed offshore. In fact, this alternative 
has already been approved by the 


Federal government. But Exxon believes 
the onshore canyon site is clearly prefer­ 
able.

For the facility we need only 15 acres. 
But to form a complete buffer zone, 
Exxon bought the entire canyon — 1,500 
acres from the ocean to Los Padres 
National Forest and from ridge to ridge. 
The facility will be built more than a 
mile up the canyon and around a comer 
into the small tributary Las Flores Can­ 
yon. Portions of the canyon used for 
agriculture and grazing will continue to 
be leased for these functions. 
We know that citizens of Santa Bar­ 
bara County are extremely concerned 
with protecting the environment. In 
fact, this has been our overriding con­ 
sideration in selecting the best site for 
our production facilities. 
But another important factor is the 
disposition of the natural gas produced. 
With an onshore facility, the gas can be 
delivered to a pipeline for use as needed 
energy. If the treatment facility is lo­ 
cated offshore, the gas cannot be used, 


but will have to be injected back into the 
reservoir frgm which it was produced. 
We sincerely hope that even our most 
vigorous opponents will recognize the 
advantages of an onshore site. 
Work cannot start on the onshore 
facility until a series of local public 
hearings are held and approvals are 
obtained from county agencies. We are 
now in the process of reviewing our 
proposals with these agencies. We be­ 
lieve they will agree that the onshore 
site is environmentally preferable.But 
if it is ruled out, we will then turn to the 
alternative offshore plan. 
Recently a public opinion survey was 
conducted for Exxon in which this ques­ 
tion was asked: 
“If the Federal government does per­ 
mit offshore oil production, do you think 
it would be better for the necessary 
treatment facilities to be built onshore 
or offshore?” 
Of those expressing an opinion, 72.8% 
said onshore.

The reports said as many as 
20.000 Eritreans living in the 
capital had quit their jobs as 
taxi drivers, shopkeepers and 
civil servants to return to 
Eritrea province.

were 
some 60,000 
Eritreans 
in Addis Ababa, 
many of them in important 
government posts and business 
jobs. The exodus represented 
perhaps one third of the city’s 
Eritrean population. 
The military government has 
detained several hundred other 
Eritreans considered possible 
sympathizers to the rebel cause 
and purged both the air force 
and navy of possible Eritrean 
dissidents. The detained Eri­ 
treans were interned in camps 
in the south of the country. 
According to military sour­ 
ces, the rebels have suffered 
heavy casualties in 18 days of 
fighting Although neither side 
has issued any communique on 
the battle, these sources said 
the guerrillas may have suf­ 
fered 1,000 dead and wounded 
The Eritreans have a front­ 
line fighting strength of some 
6.000 men, and the sources said 
they could not continue to 
sustain casualties on such a 
level.

Hunting 
for 'sport' 


HANGING ROCK, W Va

It was early evening and I was motoring 
west, 
carefully 
negotiating 
the 
Appalachian twists of Highway 50 
Suddenly my headlights caught the 
outline of a man running across the 
road. As I drove closer he got quickly 
into a pickup and shot off into the night 
No wonder A few feet off the macadam, 
partially resting against a tree, was a 
deer; the hasty fellow in the truck was a 
poacher 
— 
he 
beat 
it 
to 
avoid 
identification 
I got out to see the 
deer. It was a sight to 
turn the stomach The 
poacher had probably 
jacklig h ted 
the 
creature, then blasted 
it at close range The 
deer, a young doe, was 
punctured with holes, 
its head completely 
split from the impact 
I guessed the hunter 
used a shotgun with 
punkin' 
balls; 
the 
animal didn’t have a 
chance 
I'm told poaching is a way of life m 
eastern 
West 
Virginia 
and 
that 
restaurants will* purchase venison with 
no questions asked, thus fairly decent 
profits can be made from the slaughter. 
But even without the profits, say the 
veterans of the area, poaching would be 
popular, the manager of a roadside 
explains it this way: “ Every man and 
boy in the county is,a hunter Everyone 
carries his gun in his car or truck If 
they see a deer at night, it’s just natural 
for them to take a shot; people here are 
full-time sportsmen " 
It’s interesting that the roadsider 
would 
couple 
poaching 
with 
sportsmanship It’s a lie of course, but 
evidence of popular theory among many 
of America’s 20-million licensed hunters 
who joy in dignifying their viciousness 
with executive terms I did it myself for 
many years of my life; I would shoot 
down a squirrel with magnum shot and 
call myself a conservationist For many 
who use guns on helpless animals, 
emotional 
necessity 
mandates 
the 
invention of vindications. 
But there may be vindication for sport 
hunting I decided this, for myself at 
least, several years ago during the war 
in Vietnam I was on a helicopter at the 
time, returning from a medivac, when 
the pilot spotted a tiger in the thm trees 
below The copter dropped for a better 
look and the crew chief, feeling spirited, 
shot the beast with some 50 caliber 
bursts. I was stunned. It was not enough 
that men were killing one another, 
which to the point of self survival could 
at least be understood, but here was this 
magnificent animal also sacrified. For 
what? For emotional stimulation. It was 
wrong then in Southeast Asia; it is 
wrong now in eastern West Virginia. 
To be sure, the reading sportsmen will 
cry foul. Theirs is a noble work, so goes 
the propaganda. And indeed to a point 
they 
are correct. If there were no 
hunters, society might have to invent 
them; hunting done correctly is a means 
of conserving, not depleting, wildlife 
Herds must be thinned to maintain 
numbers. States which have limited 
hunting have often found that starvation 
and disease can take a greater toll, 
among wildlife than bullets. 
Then, too there are true “ sportsmen,” 
hunters who aim for the heart for quick 
kills, fishermen who toss back all 
catches — one can applaud their 
sensibilities. 
But, given this, can you applaud the 
deliberate murder of any innocent 
animal? And murder, never sport, is 
what hunting is. The sport magazines 
talk much of the trials of the chase, the 
dangers of the close-in, but this is 
laughable eyewash. There are few 
worries, save fellow hunters, in the U.S. 
forests; the stories of charging bears 
are usually as phony as the length of 
uncaught fish. AsThoreau said it: “ The 
hunting of the moose merely for the 
satisfaction of killing him ... is much 
like going out by night and shooting your 
neighbor’s cow ” 
Sport? That implies even odds all 
around In point of fact hunting with 
telescopic rifles, killing game from 100 
yards out, beating pheasants out of the 
few weeds left for them in the nation is 
the opposite of sport. It’s execution; 
witness the fat fellows wandering the 
nation's 
commercial 
reserves 
and 
blasting away with $2,000 Brownings at 
some pathetically slow, strategically 
released birds. It’s a hell of a way for 
the civilized to act; worse, it’s a terrible 
legacy and lesson to pass on to those who 
will be the civilized of tomorrow

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Lagomarsino on oi 


likely 
gasoline 
the Democratic 


Taking advantage of a recess in the 
House of Representatives schedule, 
Congressman Robert J Lagomarsino 
swung through town last week to toil in 
the local vineyards, so to speak Clad in 
a tan sports coat with light brown shirt 
and dark brown tie, the freshman House 
member from this district looked as fit 
as ever and eminated his usual precise 
amiableness. 
After 
exchanging 
the standard opening 
pleasantries, 
our 
conversation 
drifted 
toward the national 
energy situation 
A 
Republican, 
Lagomarsino supports 
President 
Ford ’s 
economic and energy 
proposals 
and 
presented 
the case 
against 
gasoline 
rationing as opposed 
to Ford’s oil import 
tariff program 
Under 
the 
most 
rationing program, if 
Congressional majority is large enough 
to enact it, Lagomarsino said, the 
estimates are that each individual would 
be allotted about nine gallons of gasoline 
a week. This, he said, would effectively 
make Lompoc an isolated area and have 
a broadly 
dampening 
effect 
of 
automotive travel in general. 
But as large as the Democratic 
majority is on the hill, he said, it’s far 
from certain that all Democrats could 
stomach such a rationing scheme. Nor, 
Lagomarsino confided, is he at all sure 
the people are ready for it. 
Ford’s oil import tariff, he said, would 
add about 15 cents per gallon to gasoline 
costs. But an important aspect of the 
plan, the representative said, is that it 
would apply to all petroleum products 
across the board, including plastics, 
diesel fuel and the myriad other 
products fashioned out of petroleum 
In the background of the conversation 
was the knowledge that the oil producing 
nations, particularly the Arab ones, are 
literally eating us alive economically 
through their petroleum cartel. There’s 
absolutely 
no 
doubt, 
Lagomarsino 
asserted, that something has to be done 
about it and quick. 
But this hasn't been happening so far, 
and the Republican blamed this largely 
on 
the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
leadership With such an overpowering 
cotnmand of the Congress, he opined. 
Democratic leaders, some of them only 
recently fitted out in the togas of 
committee power, 
are more than 
hesitant to go along with the Republican 
administration’s energy program for 
fear of seeming to abrogate their own 
awesome influence. 
They may feel it would be harder to 
keep their own party troops in line on 
future issues if they forego their 
opportunity to marshall their forces 
behind an alternate energy policy this 
time, he mused 
Lagomarsino forecasted 
that one 
thing that will probably happen is that 
Congress will pass a measure granting 
Ford discretionary gasoline rationing 
powers, leaving the distasteful decision 
up to him and washing their hands of the 
issue. 
Whatever 
the 
Democrats’ 
motives, a move to grant the President 
this power is now under consideration, 
according to reports out of Washington. 
Lagomarsino 
granted 
that 
the 
proposed oil import tariffs wouldn’t be a 
cure-all The LA commuter who has to 
get from his home in Long Beach to his 
office in Burbank every day will still 
probably drive and just absorb the 
higher cost 
But, the representative 
said, a lot of nonessential driving still is 
going on and the 15 extra cents would 
probably cut into it. 
That the federal government has 
granted Exxon Corp offshore drilling 
privileges in the Santa Barbara Channel, 
he said, is now a fact of life. But the 
plans for an oil and natural gas 
processing plant in Las Flores Canyon 
still has a state and local governmental 
gauntlet to run before construction 
begins, he said. 
For one thing, there’s the required 
approval of the state Coastal Zone 
Commission. For another, there’s the 
required approval of the State Land 
Commission of the pipeline that would 
have to carry the oil from the offshore 
rig to the Las Flores plant. So, though 
the drilling will be in federal waters, 
beyond the state’s immediate control, 
the onshore facility proposal puts the 
state 
— 
as 
well 
as 
the county 
government — solidly into the picture 


Of course, there’s also the possibility 
that county voters, through referendum, 
will reverse last week's Board of 
Supervisors 3-2 blessing of the plant 
proposal 
The outgoing State Lands Commission 
was reportedly in favor of the oil 
pipeline, which would pass through state 
waters, from the Exxon platform to the 
Las Flores plant. But that was before 
State Controller Kenneth Cory, elected 
as “ the man the oil companies fear the 
most,“ took office and became that 
panel’s chairman 
Since then, 
the 
commission has taken a more hesitant 
stance on the pipeline This state body 
could scuttle the Las Flores plant all by 
itself, merely by vetoing this pipeline, 
even though the federal and county 
governments approved their opposite 
ends of the overall installation 
Lagomarsino opined that the Exxon 
installation would probably not have a 
very 
measurable 
impact 
on 
the 
country ’s petroleum supply picture. 


Speaking again of the national oil 
picture, Lagomarsino agreed that, no 
matter whose energy proposals are 
finally enacted in Washington, the 
people of this country are confronting a 
basic change in their lifestyle Energy 
has always been cheap in the United 
States bui all portents of the future hint 
very loudly that this is simply no longer 
true. To anyone who reads newspapers 
or watches television news or listens to 
the radio, this isn’t really a bulletin by 
now 


But it's one thing to read a news item 
about another impending crisis before 
going back on the freeway for your daily 
commute to work or taking a drive in 
the country It will be something else 
when, as happened in the gas lines this 
time last year, people realize that this 
isn't one of those issues that’s just going 
to fade away and will come to exert a 
stronger and stronger grip on our daily 
lives.

Verbal or written abuse by anyone not 
familiar with the Post Office activities 
is evidence of the lack of public relations 
from the Post Office to “ John Q. 
Public.” 
The idea of an individual from the 
postal service visiting other areas to get 
first hand information regarding the 
economic standing of certain cities is 
not applicable. I would suggest that Mr. 
Palmer visit the local Post Office and go 
through 
the entire process of an 
individual’s work day. It is possible that

Each year, as announced by the 
postmaster and printed in the local 
paper, the public is invited to visit and 
be informed about the various jobs of 
postal employes. Any idiot who thinks 
that our job consists of “ distributing 
small pieces of paper” and enjoying our 
walk in the sunshine is a sad case for a 
padded cell.

Hills and HUD 


A furor is rising among 
interested parties and groups 
across the country over the 
recent nomination of Carla 
Anderson Hills to the vital 
post of Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development in 
the Ford Administration. We 
can’t understand the uproar. 


While her detractors are 
saying 
the 
post 
needs 
experience, 
it has always 
seemed to us that a federal 
cabinet official’s brains and 
the ability to use same are 
really the determining factors 
in how well the job gets done. 
To be sure, there will be a 
shake-down period in which 
Mrs. Hills will have to become 
more than merely conversant 
in matters of housing and 
urban development, but she 
will have the assistance of a 
presumably able staff and the 
recommendations of qualified 
and experienced advisors. 


Mrs. Hills will be but the 
third woman ever to hold a 
cabinet position, and the first 
in the last 20 years. She has 
paid her dues and knows how

government operates. And she 
is 
not 
without 
some 
understanding of housing and 
related problems as she has 
prosecuted cases of fraud 
involving the government’s 
housing programs from her 
position as director of the 
Justice 
Department’s civil 
division. 
Indeed, as 
pointed 
recently 
by 
Senator 
Cranston, Mrs. Hills' 
lack of previous experience 
will probably be a blessing as 
she 
w ill 
not 
bring 
preconceived ideas and ideals 
to the job at a time when fresh 
thinking, 
perception, 
and 
direction are so badly needed 
to bring the housing and 
related industries out of their 
current slump 
We have seen a variety of 
appointments to cabinet level 
positions, 
and 
even 
to 
ambassadorships, 
which 
prompt us to question the 
sensibilities of those in high 
places. This appointment, if 
judged only on the unknowns 
surrounding 
it, 
seems 
satisfactory. 


Two-thirds vote 


Chief 
Justice 
Marshall, 
who 
is 
regarded 
as 
having 
been 
a 
Constitutional lawyer without rival, 
once declared “ the power to tax 
involves 
the 
power 
to 
destroy.” 
Marshall served from 1801 to 1835 but his 
words are no less true today than the 
day they were uttered 
Citizens who see their homes each 
year come closer to the brink of 
confiscation 
through taxation, their 
ability to save eroded by increasing 
income and payroll taxes, and their 
savings wiped out by soaring prices, 
caused m part by taxation, need no 
picture to understand Marshall. 
It is paradoxical then that efforts to 
make taxation easier is finding support 
from 
organizations 
purporting 
to 
represent the people. But that is the 
situation in connection with proposals to 
repeal 
the 
state 
constitutional 
limitations 
on 
the 
power 
of 
the 
Legislature to tax Those limitations 
apply 
to 
banks, 
corporations 
and 
insurance companies. 
Actually it is no limitation on taxation 
of these entities at all. The Legislature 
may tax them howsoever it wishes. All 
that is required is that two-thirds of the 
members concur. The provisions, dating 
back to 1910, have been under growing 
attack as favoring “ one class of 
taxpayers over another who can have 
their taxes raised by a simple majority 
vote ” 
The argument is in tandem with other 
populist appeals for tax reforms under 
the banner of “ end tax loopholes.” They 
engender support because there are tax 
loopholes which should be plugged. It 
shouldn’t give license to tar all tax laws 
with the same brush. Neither should the 
public to fooled into believing that all 
tax law changes are “ reforms” which 
will redound to the best interests of all. 
Seemingly behind the move to reduce 
the voting requirement is the idea that 


the Legislature will then act to increase 
the taxes on the croporations and others 
They contend that lowering the number 
of 
votes 
required 
will 
give 
the 
Legislature more flexibility in tax 
reform 
That will have popular appeal if the 
public believes the corporations are not 
paying their fair share But, as Kirk 
West, 
speaking for 
the California 
Taxpayers Association, points out, this 
state already has one of the highest 
corporate tax rates in the nation 
It will also appeal if one believes the 
Legislation is being stymied in its 
efforts to bring about tax reform by the 
constitutional provisions. The truth of 
that is almost any true tax reform 
measure adopted by the Legislature 
would have to be submitted to the 
people And, as Assemblyman Jerry 
Lewis reminds, the Legislature’s record 
in tax matters in recent years leaves 
much to be desired. 
“ Government,” he said, “ is taking 
more and more money from the average 
low and middle income wage earner in 
this state and has been very inefficient 
in delivering services. I think the 
Legislature is a prime example of that.” 
'Hiere is nothing wrong with a two- 
third vote requirement. It exists for 
many 
actions 
of 
the 
Legislature 
including concurrence in amendments, 
overriding vetoes and even raising 
legislative salaries. No appropriation 
bill, including the budget, may be passed 
without it. 
What is forgotten is that by making it 
easier to increase taxes you also make it 
easier to reduce those same corporate 
taxes 
Rather than seeking to lower vote 
requirements the aim should be to make 
all taxation tougher. The two-thirds 
vote, instead of being erased, should be 
required on all tax measures just as it is 
on all expenditure measures.
